regions are a race or class peculiar to tha 
country. 
They have some resemblanct 


to the corresponding class on the south 
ern side of the Rio Grande, but are of a 
milder and more original type.

great herding districts, where the cattle 
are fattened in great port upon the public 
domain, and roam, winter and summer 
over vttst areas without fences, without 
roads, and with only scattered and irreg- 
ular places for water and shelter, the 
herdsmen play an important industrial 
role. It is their business to keep the 
cattle as nearly together as possible, to 
guide them to the springs and wooded 
hollows, to separate them when they get 
mixed up with those of other droves, to

BEADS. 


Heads are largely made in Venice, where 
glass-makins has always been a principal 
industry. 
It is said that the invention 


of bea«s dates from the thirteenth cen- 
tury, and is due to two Venetians, Miotti 
and Imbriani, who were urged to make 
experiments by the celebrated Venetian 
traveller, Marco Polo. Under the Vene- 
tian republic, and for some years after its 
fall, says our Consul nt Venice, the ex- 
portation of beads had not rciched the 
importance it has now attained. 
This 


was perhaps owing to the smallnoss of 
tiic furnaces and to the difficulty and 
length of tho technical processes required 
for the composition of the paste, Tho 
Morelli, however, who in 1670 were the 
principal bead manufacturers, had fiur 
ships at sea, carrying beads to the East 
on their own account, and they became 
so rich that in 1C8G they entered the 
rank of the Venetian nobility on payment 
of a sum of 100,000 ducats to the repub- 
lic.

Hawthorne, Holmes, Emerson, Howells, 
James, Cable, Hart, and Mrs. Burnett 
were issued in twenty-five-cent editions, 
the sale would be so great as to produce 
the still greater demand for them in bet- 
ter shape, as is seen in the case of Kng- 
glish writers.

They will read current Ameri- 
can books in preference to those of Eng- 
lish authors, if they have the same merit 
and something approaching the same 
cheapness of price. We have much cheap 
current American literature, but it is 
both cheap and worthless; if the best 
could be made cheap it would have a cir- 
culation surprising to conservative pub- 
lishers—Phila.. Times.

The stntup of "Liberty Enlightcnin"

The central part of the pedestal presents 
i mass of rough ashlar wurk ("ashlar" is 
sewn stone for facing) with Headstones 
irojectiug At intervals on every third 
course. 
In the upper part below the 


itatuc, the pedestal terminates with a 
bold but simple decorative feature, sug- 
gesting the timbers of a roof. 
Below 


liis is smooth- nshlar work, and then 
3omes three courses of the rough ashlars, 
vhich serve to introduce an open gallery, 
with Tuscan columns on each of the four 
aces. The gallery communicates inter- 
ftlly with the spiral stairway through 
hich visitors will ascend to the head of 
he torch in the uplifted arm of the co- 
issus, where comfortable seats will be 
irovided for half a dozen persons. 
The 


bottom of the pedestal rests securely 
upon concrete, which is hidden by a 
broad terrace around the four sides from 
which turf slopas down for thirty feet to 
the terre-plcin of the ramparts. 
The 


slope is broken by four stairways, one o« 
each face. 
From the terrace one gains 


access to the interior by four doorways of 
^Etruscan form 
with heary pediments. 


Above these doorways there is a broad 
frieze, adorned with bronze shields con- 
taining the arms of the different States. 
These are protected by an overhanging 
heavy cornice, which has tbe peculiar 
roof-like decoration so often found on 
Etruscan tombs.

up the Clear Creek valley to the town of 
Golden, in Jefferson Co., which is a beau- 
tiful town at the base of the foot hills, 
hemmed^ in by surrounding bluffs, some 
of which arc of a peculiar and picturesque 
appearaiicp. The town is mostly built of 
brick. 
Smellipg •« orks, machine snaps, 


and tlio fact of its being the verging 
point fiom which railroads stretch out in 
various directions into the mountains to 
the mining camps, make it a place of 
considerable importance and business. 
On we speed, up an unusually steep grade, 
aod o.er a seipentine road until we reach 
Boulder, the county sea^of Boulder 
county, a county noted for its rich mines 
and agricultural products. 
One lulftbe 


county is in the mountains and one half 
on tho plains. 
Boulder city is situated 


in the mouth of a grand cnnon and is a 
nicely built town ot four or five thousand 
inhabitant;. Tno large, finely finished 
public school houses grace the town, and 
the ne.v cotut house, built at nn expense 
of about 8100,000, is a fine structure. 
The State University, now in a thriving 
condition, is located here. As immense 
rich mineral deposits exist in close prox- 
imity, a number of smelting works are 
in full blast. 
Jainestown, which had 


such a big boom last spring, is fourteen 
miles distant. Through a most beautiful 
vallev we speed along, arriving at Long- 
ifiont, one of the thriving towns of noi th- 
em Colorado. As the town'is situated 
in the centre of a large agricultural 
region, it is the piincipil shipping point 
for giaiii and hay, and being a town built 
up and supported by the agricultural in- 
terests of the section of country in which 
it is located bids fair to bo a permanent 
and prosperous town. 
An immense crop 


of grain is here awaiting an improved 
price in market, when it will mostly be 
shipped off to supply thi» markets m other 
parts of the sta'c. Four merchant mills 
aie near town and do a large business in 
the aggregate. 
Leaving Longmont, we 


come to Berthoud, a small place located 
in a new but 
thriving neighbornood. 


Here, where now broad fields stretch out 
covering a wide expanse of country 
dotted over with neat farm houses, only 
four 3 ears ago the antelope roamed at 
will und all was one "wide extended 
plain," almost as barren as the great Sa- 
hara desert. 
A company of capitalists
